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NEW BOSS MEETS THE FANS AT HOSPICE CHARITY FUNDRAISER

ALBION legend Darren Moore was back on 
the touchline in Stourbridge just 24 hours 
after taking charge of the Baggies for the 
first time as caretaker manager. 

It was a busy weekend for Moore who 
watched from the sidelines at the Glass- 
boys’ War Memorial ground in Amblecote as 
a Baggies legends side took on Stourbridge 
Old Boys to raise money for Mary Stevens 
Hospice, in memory of local woman Jane 
Webb. 

Less than 24 hours earlier ‘Big Dave’ had 
made his debut as gaffer at the Hawthorns 
as battling Baggies were held to a 1-1 draw 
by Swansea. 

Stourbridge friends Matt Webb and Mark 
Naylor have achieved their goal of raising 


£50,000 for the hospice in memory of Matt’s 
mother. 

The third annual charity football match 
between sides representing West Bromwich 
Albion and Stourbridge FC saw thousands 
of fans turn out to see the teams compete 
for the Jane Webb Memorial Trophy, this 
year sponsored by Western Power Distribu¬ 
tion. 

Organisers also put on a full family fun 
day with market stalls, fairground games 
and rides, the chance to meet WBA stars 
Sam Field and Alex Palmer, a mascot obsta¬ 
cle course, a sporting memorabilia auction 
and the opportunity to meet the new Albion 
caretaker boss, following the departure of 
Alan Pardew. 


For the second year in a row it was The 
Baggies who claimed victory, with man-of- 
the-match Nigel Quashie catching the eye 
with a dominant midfield display and a rare 
appearance on the scoresheet as the game 
finished 5-1. 

Among the crowd some famous football 
faces including Bob Taylor and new Hale¬ 
sowen Town boss Lee Hughes. ‘Super Bob’ 
was on the pitch at half-time to present 
Kewford Eagles and Phoenix Youth with 
the trophies they won in a recent youth 
tournament supporting the hospice. 

Matt Webb, Stourbridge Old Boys man¬ 
ager, said: “To have raised that much 
money for families at the hospice means so 
much to Mark and myself.” 


Substance abuse is becoming ‘acceptable’ warns leader 

CALL ¥0 LAUNCH 
A WAR ON DRUGS 


DEATHS from drug abuse in Dudley have almost doubled 
in 10 years, at a time funding for recovery services is be¬ 
ing cut. 

But Dudley Council’s leader blames drug use becoming more ‘accept¬ 
able’ in society for the rise and is calling for ‘a war on drugs’. 

Forty people died from drug abuse in the borough between 2014 and 2016 - up from 23 
in 2004 to 2006. Of those 40, 21 were linked to heroin and morphine, raising fears that 
former legal ‘highs’ such as Black Mamba are contributing to the deaths. 

In October, it was revealed West Midlands Ambulance Service dealt with 50 cases re¬ 


lated to Black Mamba every day. The fig¬ 
ures have been published by the Office of 
National Statistics. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of 
Dudley Council, blames the rise of drug 
deaths in the area on more people using 
them recreationally. 

He said: “It’s becoming acceptable. 
We’re seeing a softer stance from senior 
police officers and some politicians. 

Mistake 

“I think that’s a mistake. The more we 
start turning a blind eye, then the more it 
becomes the norm. 

“We need a war on drugs to eradicate 
this problem once and for all. It has become 
a cancer in our society. But it has to come 
from up top, from the senior police officers, 
politicians, the senior judiciary. 

Dudley Council is cutting funding to its 
contracted substance misuse programme 
by £400,000. The council is spending £4m 
on the programme this year.

The rate of deaths related to heroin and 
morphine in Dudley, at 21 deaths, were 2.2 
per 100,000 of the population. 

The areas with the highest rate in the 
West Midlands are Walsall, 2.5, followed 
by Dudley, 2.2, and Birmingham, where, 
although there were 154 deaths, it was 1.8 
per 100,000. 

In Wolverhampton, where there were 
11 deaths, the rate was 1.4 per 100,000. 
Sandwell has the lowest death rates for her¬ 
oin and morphine than anywhere else in the 
West Midlands with six deaths linked to the 
drugs in two years - 0.6 per 100,000. South 
Staffordshire had one death. 

Change, Grow, Live run Atlantic Recovery 
Centre in Dudley and The Beacon Recovery 
Service in Walsall, where head of services, 
Kerry Trinder, said: “Every drug-related 
death is a tragedy.”

New appeal over 
machete incident 

THE search for a man seen armed with a 
machete in a Dudley street continues as 
police launch a fresh appeal for witnesses. 

A manhunt is under way following an 
incident on Buffery Road last Thursday 
where a car apparently mowed down a 
man believed to be in his 50s. 

Residents told of how armed police 
swooped on the street shortly after the 
incident looking for the suspect, with fo¬ 
rensic investigators photographing a black 
Renault Megane. 

Officers spoke to witnesses and a cordon 
remained in place until around 11.30pm. 

A spokesman said the force was ‘still 
actively trying to identify the suspect’ and 
asked anyone with information to call 101.

Shopping centre 
deal is in jeopardy 

THE mega-merger that would bring to¬ 
gether the owners of the Merry Hill and 
Bullring shopping centres is hanging in 
the balance after a rival £5 billion bid 
from a French group. 

Shopping centre operator Hammer- 
son, owner of the Bullring and Grand 
Central in Birmingham, had agreed a 
£3.4bn tie-up with Intu, owner of Merry 
Hill and the Trafford Centre in Man¬ 
chester, but it could be derailed.

Woman dies in 
motorway accident 

A WOMAN has died after a crash between 
a car and a lorry on the M5 near Hale¬ 
sowen on Tuesday morning. 

A stretch of the northbound motorway 
was closed during rush hour as a result 
of the crash between junctions 3 and 4. 
Emergency services were called shortly 
before 4.30am but the woman in the car 
was confirmed dead at the scene.

Museum to re-open as 
council training base 


THE former Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery building is to be 
brought back into use as a coun¬ 
cil staff training base. 

Bosses are pressing ahead with 
plans to re-open the landmark build¬ 
ing, which closed after more than a 
century under cost-cutting measures. 

The building in St James’s Road will be¬ 
come an ‘innovation hub’ which will also 
host events such as conferences. 

Councillor Ian Kettle, the Conserva¬ 
tive-run authority’s regeneration boss, said 
he believed the move would make good use 
of the former museum and art gallery. 

Bosses have previously discussed what 
should be done with the historic building 
but it has remained largely unused since 
its controversial closure in December 2016. 

Councillor Kettle said: “I understand it 
is being altered and used as a training cen¬ 
tre. It will be more convenient for a lot of 
staff who work in Dudley. 

Displays 

“Parts of it would be used for training 
council staff and briefings. 

“It was a tired building and I think it 
needs regenerating into a more modern fa¬ 
cility. It needs smartening up and I’m all in 
favour of it being used in this way.” 

Displays and collections were shifted 
from the museum and art gallery to the 
Dudley Archives on Tipton Road following 
the closure. 

The museum had been a fixture in Dud¬ 
ley since 1912 but was closed the council in 
a bid to save £150,000 a year. A campaign 
was launched to save it but bosses went 
ahead with the closure. 

Labour councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“We want to maximise the income and op¬ 
portunities there. 

“The more staff training and conferences 
there are, the more people will attend the 
building and make full use of it. I welcome 
opportunities, especially with buildings like 
these, to utilise it properly and generate 
the necessary income.” 


On the run for Action Heart centre

A CHARITY race, postponed due 
to snow, took place at the weekend, 
attracting almost 300 runners. 

The Action Heart 5 raised around 
£7,000 for the charity, which runs 
a cardiac rehabilitation programme 
at Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley. 

On Sunday, 280 runners set off 
from the start line at Russells Hall 


Hospital, before heading into Dud¬ 
ley, down Himley Road and into 
Pensnett. 

It finished back at the start line 
with crowds cheering as the run¬ 
ners came in. 

Joy Brown, from Action Heart, 
said: “It went very well and was 
well-attended considering it had to 


be rescheduled. The amount raised 
will go toward the charity’s work 
helping people who are in cardiac 
rehabilitation.” 

The race was originally due to 
take place in March, but was called 
off due to the arctic conditions. 

The Action Heart Centre is based 
at the hospital. 


Seven new 
rail stations 
planned for 
the region 

SEVEN new railway stations are on the 
way for the West Midlands, including 
one at Merry Hill shopping centre and 
another at West Midland Safari Park. 

The multi-million pound overhaul 
could also include two stations between 
Wolverhampton and Walsall, it has been 
confirmed. One of those could see the 
revival of Willenhall station in Bilston 
Street while the other could be the re¬ 
opening of Darlaston’s James Bridge 
station. 

A new train and Metro station at the 
Merry Hill shopping centre in Brierley 
Hill could mean passengers would be 
able to get to the shopping centre by 
train for the first time. 

Heritage 

Meanwhile West Midlands Railway 
trains would also run on the Severn 
Valley Railway line for the first time to 
serve a new station at West Midland Sa¬ 
fari Park. 

The main line would link up with the 
Severn Valley heritage line from Stour¬ 
bridge under plans, said West Midland 
Railways spokesman Nick Brown. 

The proposals rest on the outcome of 
‘feasibility assessments’, say the opera¬ 
tor, which has now officially taken con¬ 
trol of Wolverhampton Railway Station 
from Virgin Trains. 

Eyesore land to 
get a makeover 

AN eyesore patch of land in Upper Gor¬ 
nal and Woodsetton is to be regenerated. 

The area of unregistered land just off 
Eve Lane which leads to open fields is 
a well-used route for residents and chil¬ 
dren walking to High Areal but becomes 
overgrown and untidy. 

Local councillors Adam Aston and 
Keiran Casey working with Woodsetton 
Charitable Trust, who also got the fund¬ 
ing for new pathways in the area, have 
now secured further funding to get this 
area tidied up, improved and new drains 
installed. 

Councillor Keiran Casey said: “I think 
this is another great example of local 
councillors working with residents and 
a fantastic local organisation to secure 
these improvements which will make a 
big difference.” 


Spies on the road 

CCTV spy cars in the Black Country 
caught nearly 3,000 motorists park¬ 
ing illegally during one year, meaning 
£704,041 in fines. The two traffic-bust¬ 
ing vehicles - introduced in 2014 - only 
patrol roads outside schools along red 
routes and near bus stops in Sandwell.

Taxi drivers 
furious over 
city's boom 
in licences 

TAXI drivers in Dudley claim they 
are are losing out after Wolverhamp¬ 
ton council granted more than 4,000 
licences in just one year. 

They say cabbies are flocking to the 
city council for licences because of its 
super-fast online application process, 
which takes 20 working days or less 
and costs just £69. 

The key fact it that once they have 
their licence they are not required to 
operate only in Wolverhampton. 

It has been branded a ‘joke’ by Shaz 
Saleem, who is the adviser for the 
West Midland Drivers’ Association, 
which looks after 4,000 cab drivers. 

Mr Saleem claimed some taxi 
drivers were taking advantage of a 
‘loophole’, which allows applicants to 
receive new licences in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton despite having it revoked by other 
councils. 

Now it is claimed taxi drivers in 
neighbouring boroughs like Dudley 
are missing out on fares because of 
the increase in cabs on the roads. 

Drivers cannot apply online in Wal¬ 
sall or Sandwell. But they can submit 
their application online in Dudley. 
However, all three are more expensive 
than Wolverhampton. It has proved 
lucrative for Wolverhampton, which 
made £1.29 million from taxi licens¬ 
ing in 2016/17. The Deregulation Act 
2015 means private hire operators 
and drivers can choose where they 
apply for their licences. 

Motorist in court 
over crash death 

A DRIVER accused of killing a mother 
in a car crash has appeared in court. 

Tyler Kendall, of Whitebeam Close, 
Dudley, came before Walsall Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on April 4. 

He is charged with causing the 
death of Vikki Jones by dangerous 
driving and failing to stop after a road 
accident. 

The 22-year-old, who wore a navy 
suit and white shirt, spoke only to 
confirm his details. 

Prosecutors allege Kendall drove a 
BMW dangerously in Lower Gornal, 
Dudley, on September 22 last year. 

Kendall was released on bail and 
is due before Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on May 2. 

Ms Jones, 30, died after the inci¬ 
dent in Wood Road.

Becky's film about reaching for help 



Becky Lawley - dealing with anxiety 


A TEENAGER, who struggled with 
mental health conditions and even 
attempted to take her own life, has 
made a film to raise awareness about 
social anxiety. 

Becky Lawley suffered with crip¬ 
pling anorexia, depression and anxi¬ 
ety for eight years and now she wants 
young people to be given the tools to 
help recognise signs of social anxiety 
before things ‘get too far’. 

With Fixers - the charity that gives 
young people a voice to campaign on 
the issues that matter to them - the 
19-year-old from Dudley has made 


a film to help others recognise the 
signs of social anxiety and give them 
strength to reach out for help. 

She said: “My campaign is about 
understanding emotions and mental 
health. This is something I am pas¬ 
sionate about and I know so many 
people who either have a diagnosed 
mental health condition or are strug¬ 
gling with their emotional wellbeing.” 

Becky first started to feel depressed 
and anxious after she started second¬ 
ary school. By the age of 12 she was 
self-harming and throwing away her 
meals - and had to be supervised dur¬ 


ing school hours to help reduce her 
anxiety and stress. 

Before she found Fixers, she de¬ 
signed postcards that illustrated 
different emotions to help others un¬ 
derstand their feelings. 

Becky, who volunteers as a Local 
Health Champion, said: “The film fea¬ 
tures my own art from the postcards 
that explore different emotions and 
feelings, and an audio about being 
able to recognise how you feel and 
being able to reach out for help.

One 
boy had cuts and grazes and both were 
left shaken.

Easter egg hunt raises 
cracking £5k at hospice 

YOUNGSTERS helped to raise more 
than £5,000 in an Easter egg hunt. 

Each year Mary Stevens Hospice 
hosts an egg hunt and coffee morning 
for its supporters — which this year 
saw a record number of 300 children 
take part on March 31. Every child 
was given the chance to follow clues, 
complete challenges including sack 
race and an egg and spoon race, join 
craft activities and, ultimately, find as 
many chocolate eggs as they could. 


Thousands of patients 
left waiting too long 


THOUSANDS of hospital patients in 
Dudley were left waiting more than 
four hours to be seen in A&E. 

A total of 2,498 patients waited over 
four hours at Russells Hall Hospital’s 
emergency department in February. But 
hospital bosses have vowed to improve 
the waiting times. 

The release of the figures has seen a coun¬ 
cil boss claiming staff are tackling an ‘almost 
impossible job’ and prompted calls for a ‘fun¬ 
damental review’ of the healthcare system in 
the borough. 

A board report shows 68 per cent of A&E pa¬ 
tients were seen within the four hour target 
time but 95 per cent of patients are supposed to 
be seen within the four hour window. 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, leader of Ukip 
in Dudley, said: “There are multiple issues - it 
needs a fundamental review to ensure people 
get the urgent care they need. 

“The staff are already under immense pres¬ 
sure. It is a lack of funding but any extra fund¬ 
ing needs to go to the right place and it needs 
to be spent on more staff to take the pressures 
off the current staff. They have almost got an 
impossible job.” 

Majority 

The report revealed that almost a third of 
the 7,806 patients seen at Russells Hall in Feb¬ 
ruary waited longer than the target time. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of The Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We 
always do our best to make sure patients at¬ 
tending our emergency department are seen as 
quickly as possible and continue to see, treat, 
admit or discharge the vast majority of patients 
within four hours. 

“Patients are always prioritised in order of 
clinical need to make sure that acutely unwell 
patients receive the urgent medical attention 
they require as soon as possible. 

“We continue to work closely with our part¬ 
ners across Dudley, including local authorities 
and Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group to 
improve patient wait times and ensure our pa¬ 
tients receive safe and appropriate care at all 
times.”

Carillion's city HQ up for sale at £3m 


THE former Wolverhampton head¬ 
quarters of Carillion has gone up for 
sale with a price tag of £3 million in 
the wake of the liquidation process. 

That means it has halved in value 
since it last changed hands just two 
years ago. 

Property agents Bulleys and JLL 
have been jointly appointed to market 
the property at 84 Salop Street, which 
is known as Carillion House. 


It was not owned by Carillion, who 
lease it for around £440,000 a year. It 
was bought by an unnamed private 
investor for £6.165m in January 2016. 

Less than 220 people are left 
working at the offices out of the 460 
originally based there when the infra¬ 
structure giant collapsed in January. 

It became Carillion’s headquarters 
in 2015 after the lease expired on its 
former Peal Street home, and around 


600 staff were based there at one 
point. 

The building is offered for freehold 
sale and is due to be available with 
vacant possession, although Carillion 
and its liquidators PwC are currently 
in occupation, continuing to pay an 
annual rent of £437,405. 

The detached building is on a 0.65 
acre site next to the Chapel Ash Island 
in the city centre. There is around 


37,338 sq ft of office space over six 
floors, with 32 parking spaces. The 
property comes with a nearby car 
park with another 58 spaces on Ste¬ 
phenson Street. 

Noel Muscutt, partner at Bulleys, 
said: “The offices were comprehen¬ 
sively refurbished in 2015..” Ben 
Kelly, director at JLL added: “We are 
seeking offers in excess of £3,000,000 
for the freehold interest.” 


First blades bin set up 
in fight on knife crime

A HAUL of dangerous blades 
could soon be off the town’s 
streets after Dudley’s first 
knife bin was unveiled. 

The weapons surrender bin 
now stands in the town in an at¬ 
tempt to curb a rise in knife crime 
sweeping across the region. 

It is the latest to be installed in the 
West Midlands, with a total of 14 now 
in the area. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson, offi¬ 
cially launched the knife bin last week, 
said: “The bins are providing people 
with a safe way to dispose of knives 
which they shouldn’t be carrying. 
Every knife posted into a surrender 
bin is potentially a life saved. 

“These bins work best when the 
community wants them and in Dudley 
that’s the message we have received 
loud and clear.” 

The new safe and secure metal con¬ 
tainer, designed for residents to dis¬ 
pose of their knives, was unveiled at 
Tesco Extra, at the Birmingham Road 
retail park. Other bins are located in 
Wolverhampton, Birmingham and 
West Bromwich, with more expected 
to be installed in the coming months. 

Peter Marsh, of the Dudley Rotary 
Club, who helped organise the in¬ 
stallation of the new knife bin, said: 
“The knife bins are a fantastic idea 
- I knew Dudley should have one 
too. We all know there is a problem 
across the country with knife crime 
and these bins are a very useful tool to 
help tackle it. If anyone in Dudley has 
a knife which they shouldn’t, then I’d 
urge them to use the bin.”

Mr Hammond was shown a runway sweeper planned 
for A1 Maktoum International Airport in Dubai. It is 
being developed in partnership with Johnston Sweepers. 


A driverless pod was also at Westfield Sportscars, 
based on the Gibbons Industrial Park, following a suc¬ 
cessful eight-week trial in Greenwich, where it had been 
used for a shuttle service. 

It will next go to the Lake District and Manchester for 
further testing. 

Mr Hammond said: “I’m always interested in seeing 
businesses operating at the cutting edge of technology 
and what I’m seeing here is very interesting and very 
significant for the decarbonisation of our vehicle fleet, 
moving to autonomous vehicles in the future, so it is 
great to see what is going on here.” 


Group refuse 
to give up 
on battle for 
Hippodrome 

CAMPAIGNERS insists the fight to 
save Dudley Hippodrome will go on - 
as the group marks six years since it 
was set up. 

Members of the Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome Community Group packed 
out the Ex Servicemens Club in Hall 
Street to plan their next steps. 

The group has a newly-launched pe¬ 
tition looking to win support for their 
scheme to bring the Castle Hill land¬ 
mark - which is about to celebrate its 
80th anniversary - back to life as a 
venue for the Black Country. 

Gordon Downing, aged 81, chair¬ 
man of the group, said: “The aim of 
the petition is to get people’s backing 
to say they are interested in bringing 
this building back to life again. 

“It is not for me but I want to bring 
the building back for children. 

“We have actually got around 12 or 
13,000 signatures from a few years 
ago but a new one online petition is 
also gaining signatures. 

“We are back as the Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome Community Group and we in¬ 
tend on not going away. We shall have 
a big input into what happens to that 
building in the future.” 

The council took back control of 
the building earlier this year saying 
the campaign group could not raise 
enough money to see their plans 
through. 

There has been speculation that the 
site could be used by Dudley College. 
But campaigners wanting to see it re¬ 
open as a venue say their fight is still 
on and planned to take their message 
to the town’s market on Monday. 
Campaigner Angela Fletcher said it 
was all about showing the council how 
much public support they have. 

Man accused over 
teenager's kidnap 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
over the kidnap of a teenager in Dud¬ 
ley. 

Morrad Hussain, aged 33, was ar¬ 
rested by officers in Netherton on 
Good Friday. 

He was wanted in connection with 
the kidnap and assault of a 19-year- 
old man in Dudley five days before. 

On March 31, specialist officers ex¬ 
ecuted a warrant at Hussain’s home 
address in Himley Road, Dudley. 

The road was closed for a short time 
but no further arrests were made. 

Hussain was charged and appeared 
at Walsall Magistrates’ court on April 
2. He faces counts of kidnap and as¬ 
sault occasioning actual bodily harm. 

He was remanded into custody to 
appear at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on April 30.

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Big drop in 
passengers 
on Metro 
due to works 

THE Midland Metro has suffered a 
drop in passenger numbers with us¬ 
age down a fifth on Sundays accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

Overall, the network linking Wol¬ 
verhampton with Birmingham city 
centre via West Bromwich saw a nine 
per cent fall in travelling customers 
in January, compared to the same 
month last year. 

But weekend travel has been worst 
hit, with the number of passengers on 
Saturday down 18 per cent and Sun¬ 
day down 20 per cent. 

Bosses say custom has been im¬ 
pacted by the replacement track 
works in Bilston Road, which caused 
disruption before being completed in 
December. 

The project lasted six months and 
meant the operating line could only go 
as far as Priestfield Metro Stop, not to 
Wolverhampton city centre. 

A Transport for West Midlands 
spokesman added: “People get used 
to alternative modes of travel so it 
can take a bit of time to get back to 
where it was before. We expect this to 
improve in the coming months.” 

Work has now started on extending 
the line to Wolverhampton railway 
station. 

Plans are also in the pipeline for a 
new line from Wednesbury to Brierley 
Hill and the Merry Hill shopping cen¬ 
tre via Dudley. The 11km route with 
17 stops is expected to open in 2022. 

Childcare prices 
soar since 2010 

THE cost of childcare in the West 
Midlands has nearly doubled since 
2010. Parents and carers in the region 
are now having to fork out between 
39 and 46 per cent more in childcare 
compared to eight years ago. 

Wages have only risen about 16 per 
cent in the same period, leaving some 
families struggling, claims the Labour 
Party. Campaigners have criticised 
government for ‘failing to deliver af¬ 
fordable, sustainable childcare’. 

Figures from the Family and Child¬ 
care Trust’s annual survey of child¬ 
care costs show the cost of 25 hours 
of childcare across the West Midlands 
has risen by £31.52 for under two year 
olds, £33.41 for nursery ages two and 
up, £27.72 for childminding under two 
and £28.09 for ages two and up.

Suspect's death in cell was drug-related 


A SUSPECT locked in a Black Country police cell 
suffered a drug-related death, an inquest has ruled. 

Unemployed Christopher Morgan fell from his 
bunk and onto the floor while sleeping in a cell at 
Oldbury custody suite on September 21 last year. 

He was discovered ‘unresponsive’ by a police of¬ 
ficer conducting regular patrols on the wing but re¬ 
suscitation attempts failed to revive him. 

Jurors at Black Country Coroner’s Court delib¬ 
erated for just under 90 minutes before recording a 
conclusion of drug-related death. 

During the two-day inquest, jurors heard Mr Mor¬ 
gan was arrested in Wolverhampton on suspicion of 
theft and possession of class A drugs and taken to 
the Bromford Road suite. 


The suspect, of Slaney Road, Walsall, was alleged 
to have stolen items from a shop and was found with 
cocaine. 

He was initially placed on 30-minute observations 
but officers were later told to check on him every 
hour after a medical assessment. 

Mr Morgan was later charged and remanded into 
police custody to appear before magistrates but re¬ 
fused to move to a different cell block with other 
suspects waiting to go to court. 

Pathologist Dr Alexander Kolar revealed the med¬ 
ical cause of death was coronary artery atheroma - 
heart disease - influenced by cocaine usage. He told 
jurors there were 10 injuries on Mr Morgan’s body 
but these were not as a result of his time in custody. 


Mr Morgan, who used cocaine and heroin daily, 
also suffered a fractured ribcage caused by attempts 
to resuscitate him. 

The pathologist told the court CCTV from Mr 
Morgan’s cell showed the 38-year-old falling from 
his bunk and making ‘epileptiform movements’just 
before 1.30am. 

He went on to say Mr Morgan suffered with nar¬ 
rowed arteries which could lead to a ‘risk of sudden, 
unexpected death’. 

The jury of five men and four women also heard 
Mr Morgan, who was pronounced dead at 2.25am, 
tested positive for opiates and negative for cocaine 
while in custody.

Date at the 
dentist’s? 
Google can 
fill in gaps 

WHERE were you between 4pm and 5pm 
on November 1 last year? Most of us 
would probably struggle to answer that 
question, unless something memorable 
happened at that time. 

Well I’ve just discovered I was at the 
dentist. Which in itself is not big news, 
but what is worrying is where I have just 
got that information from. 

Now, maybe I’m naive, and I would 
certainly never profess any expertise in 
new technology, but it never occurred to 
me when I got my first smart phone three 
years ago that the good people at Google 
would be tracking my movements every 
minute of the day. 

But now, having had my attention 
drawn to the data file that the technology 
giant keeps on all of its users, I now know 
that on November 1,2017,1 arrived at the 
dentist at 4.09pm, and left 4.51. 

Google records also show what time 
I left for work that morning, what route I 
took, and what time I arrived. It records 
that I left work at 3.25pm that day be¬ 
cause of my dental appointment, and 
took a slightly different route back. 

And that the return journey was a min¬ 
ute quicker than the one in the morning. 
Is it just me, or is this a touch sinister? 

Let’s be a realist. We all know that 
nobody gives you something for noth¬ 
ing, least of all American internet giants, 
and I always thought that Mark Zuck- 
enberg was a wrong ‘un the moment I 
saw a picture of him giving an interview 
in flip-flops. But while most of us knew 
the likes of Google and Facebook were 
making money out of us one way or an¬ 
other, did any of us really have any idea 
of how these companies were stockpiling 
even the most intimate of personal details 
in order to build these incredibly detailed 
profiles of us all? 

Our interests, our opinions and atti¬ 
tudes, our health and our movements are 
all analysed in forensic detail, in order to 
calculate which types of advertising we 
are most susceptible too. 

If the Government tried to monitor us 
in this way there would be a revolution. 
Yet unelected, unaccountable tech giants 
have been doing it for years without us 
knowing. 

Maybe it’s closing the door after the 
horse has bolted, but perhaps the answer 
is we should all put entirely spurious and 
inaccurate information on social media. 

But one other question. How come 
car security companies are still charging 
£400 to fit a tracker, and £150 a year to 
monitor it, when Google has been doing 
it for nothing all the time?

Nerve agent case: 
Lessons to learn 


AS the Salisbury nerve-agent incident devel¬ 
ops, lessons will be learned. The most impor¬ 
tant point, wisely made from the outset by Jer¬ 
emy Corbyn, is that in crises such as this you 
should never rush ahead of what the evidence 
is telling you. Theresa May was far too hasty to 
blame the Russian state. Boris Johnson was ir¬ 
responsible in pinning it on Putin. Can anyone 
else see this ending with an apology? 

WE might also ask where the Daily Star got its 
theory that Mr Skripal and his daughter “could 
have been sprayed with the nerve agent from a 
remote-controlled drone hovering above them 
as they sat on a bench in Salisbury.” This Mis¬ 
sion Impossible yarn was attributed to “intelli¬ 
gence sources.” Yeah, right. 

DITA Von Teese, the doyenne of burlesque 
performers, has marked her 45th birthday by 
revealing to the Guardian how hard it is to keep 
her much-scrutinised skin so pale, living in 
sunny Los Angeles. A reader responded thus:

Be prepared for a US teacher 
killing another teacher in a staff-room dispute 
over who washes the coffee mugs or who’s 
been dallying with whom in the stockroom. 

FOR a moment, let’s overlook the offence 
caused to Jews by Jeremy Corbyn choosing to 
meet one of the very few Jewish organisations 
that other Jews find repellent. What about the 
offence Christians might feel at Corbyn mixing 
with a group whose name sounds the same as 
the most despised character in the Easter sto¬ 
ry - Jewdas? It is as crass as dropping in for 
a snack at the Haddolf Hyttler Bavarian Deli. 
Corbyn always comes up with some wide-eyed, 
plausible excuse but why does he keep putting 
himself in such awkward positions?

ONE of the things the ever-whingeing millen¬ 
nial generation fails to grasp is how hard-up we 
babyboomers were in years gone by. Everything 
you needed in life, from food and clothes to 
washing machines and lawnmowers, was crip- 
plingly expensive. We simply did not possess 
the quantity or quality of things that people take 
for granted today. Which is why the final scene 
in the revived Generation Game (BBC) was a 
pale imitation of the 1970s original. Back then, 
people really wanted those prizes. Today, as the 
contestants acquired their items, you couldn’t 
help feeling that the canteen of cutlery would go 
straight in the attic and the telescope would be 
sold on eBay. In a world glutted with consumer 
goods, who cares about an extra toaster?

Queueing 
dilemma 
can lead 
to a frenzy 

IT was the dilemma which has plagued 
polite society for many a year. On enter¬ 
ing the foyer during a recent visit to the 
theatre, we found ourselves at the end of 
two queues waiting to clear security or, in 
reality, convince the staff they had noth¬ 
ing of consequence in their bags. 

So, it should be a 50-50 choice as to 
which queue we join ... or is it? Just at 
the crucial moment, someone who had 
come in behind us asked if they could 
proceed down a third channel, which at 
first glance either led nowhere or wasn’t 
meant for queueing at all. 

“Sure,” said the door operative, “you 
can use all three.” So off we toddle, trying 
not to look at the two obedient queues 
who must be thinking we are VIP guests 
or have special tickets for the show. 

And after carefully looking straight 
ahead, for fear of incurring the wrath of 
the two stationary lines, we fast-tracked 
ourselves into the main body of the thea¬ 
tre and settled into our seats. 

In this case, we made the queueing 
system work for us, but it’s not always like 
that. Take the bus queue, for instance. 
Once upon a time, everyone joined the 
end of the queue. 

These days, it’s not so straightforward. 
With sometimes several services pulling 
in at one stop, a frenzy can overtake even 
the most patient types, whose main inten¬ 
tion is to get on that bus before it leaves 
without them. Consequently, you will see 
a throng hovering around the head of the 
queue waiting to pounce as soon as their 
bus comes into sight. 

The one place you can expect to see 
disciplined queueing is in a bank. Or at 
least the one I use. Given four machines 
in a row, customers are content to form 
just one queue and file off when an ATM 
becomes available. In fact that particular 
discipline must be so deeply ingrained in 
some of us that the American author Bill 
Bryson once observed it was what set 
the English apart from many other coun¬ 
tries, where a free-for-all mentality reigns 
or people are expected to “stay in lane” 
once they have chosen their queue. 

While not quite a national obsession 
anymore, queueing has given rise to a 
phrase which we use without thinking. 
How often, on hearing someone an¬ 
nounce their intention to be the next to 
do something, have you said (or been 
tempted to say) “Oi, join the queue.” 

And what of our evening at the thea¬ 
tre? The show ended on a high note, with 
the audience in equally high spirits, which 
may explain the rush to leave the building 
... to get to the front of the taxi queue, 
of course.

worker at Asda stole 
£2,800 haul of goods 


A SUPERMARKET worker stole almost 
£3,000 worth of goods in six weeks from his 
employer, a court heard. 

Javed Miah worked at the Asda store in 
Dudley for seven months before turning to 
crime, a judge heard. The 25-year-old, who 
was in debt, ordered goods from the shop 
and then arranged for other people to pick 
them up without paying for them. 

He balanced the books by claiming a re¬ 
fund on each item that had been taken but 
this still left the store with a stock shortage, 
said Mr Richard McConaghy, prosecuting. 

Mr McConaghy explained that the £2,800 
haul included computer game consoles and 
other electrical goods. 

Miah, who was responsible for the click 
and collect section of the store, as well as 
home deliveries, refused to name those who 
picked up the stolen goods. But he stressed 
they were simply doing him a favour and 
were not involved in the racket. 

Resigned 

It ran between November 22 and De¬ 
cember 31 last year but was uncovered by 
supermarket chiefs, who became alarmed 
by the abnormal number of refunds being 
recorded. 

An internal investigation was launched 
during which the defendant admitted he 
was responsible for the disappearance of 
the items which had been sold. He resigned 
and police were alerted, the court heard. 

Mr Anthony Cartin, defending, said: 
“The refund was sought to cover up the 
original purchase for which money had not 
been taken by the store. 

“Then it was sold by him. The till would 
never be down but the stock was. As soon 
as he was disciplined by the store he re¬ 
signed.” 

Miah from Beechwood Road, West Brom¬ 
wich, who was of previous good character, 
pleaded guilty to fraud by abuse of position 
and was given a community order with 200 
hours of unpaid work. He was also ordered 
to pay £1,000 compensation to Asda.

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Breach calls referendum into question 


THE recent discovery that the Brexit 
‘leave’ campaign was in breach of elec¬ 
tion rules, having spent something in 
the region of 50 per cent more than 
the Government-prescribed limit for 
the campaign, and the response of the 
Government, raises serious concerns 
about the integrity of the entire pro¬ 
cess. 

I have acted as election agent for 
political candidates in the past and I 
know the rules that apply. I can safely 
say that any such actions of overspend¬ 


ing I have heard of were dealt with by 
way of punitive actions within a few 
months. It is alarming that this inci¬ 
dent was not dealt with promptly. 

Mrs May’s assertion that she be¬ 
lieves that it did not affect the out¬ 
come, in my view is highly unlikely. If 
a candidate spends more than 50 per 
cent more than his or her rival, it gives 
them a massive advantage. 

The Leave campaign victory was 
five per cent. This equates to only 2.5 
per cent either way. Well within what 


an extra 50 per cent in funding would 
achieve. 

Add to that Nigel Farage’s uncom¬ 
fortably close relationship with Donald 
Trump at the time of the referendum, I 
wouldn’t be surprised if there has been 
interference by way of funding, advi¬ 
sory assistance, or both. The process is 
beginning to look as honest as Austral¬ 
ian cricket. Therefore we should defi¬ 
nitely have a second referendum.

have £30k 

restoration 


AN old canal bridge in the Black Country is 
on its way to restoration after council bosses 
approved £30,000 for the project. 

The cash will bring back to life the Grade 11-list- 
ed Blackbrook Junction Bridge on the Dudley No.2 
Canal in Netherton. Netherton councillor Christine 
Perks welcomed the move saying the restoration

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
approved the funding at a 
meeting in February with 
the cash to come from the 
Community Infrastructure 
Levy.

‘WE’LL never see anybody like Eric 
again - he was the image of darts for 
20 years.’ 

Darts stars from the Black Country 
have paid hailed the legacy of five-time 
world champion Eric Bristow after his 
death aged just 60. 

The popular player, known as the 
Crafty Cockney, died after suffering a 
heart attack in Liverpool. 

Sky Sports and Talk Sport commen¬ 
tator Nigel Pearson described Bris¬ 


tow as a one-off. Nigel, who studied 
at Kingswinford School and Dudley 
College, worked alongside Bristow for 
years on the darts commentary circuit. 

He said: “I’m humbled and proud 
to have worked with Eric on TV and 
at exhibitions for a number of years. 
What people saw on TV was exactly 
what he was like. He always told it 
how it was - whether in public or at 
the breakfast table. 

“My life is certainly richer for meet¬ 


ing Eric and getting to know him and 
work with him. To think I’ll never see 
him again is awful - and we’ll never 
see anybody of his like again, that’s 
for sure.” 

Born in London, Bristow later relo¬ 
cated to Staffordshire. He was one of 
the 16 rebel darts players who left the 
BDO in 1993 and helped set up a new 
governing body - the PDC. This set the 
sport on the path to professionalism, 
greater TV revenue and huge crowds. 


£250kfund 
to support 
crimevictims 


REPORTS of hate crime in the Black Country rose 11 per 
cent last year, according to new police figures. 

A Freedom of Information request found there were 1,633 hate 
crimes reported in the four boroughs last year - compared to 1,472 
in 2016. Walsall saw the largest growth in hate crime reports, with 74 
more last year than 2016 while in Dudley there were 291 in 2017 up 
from 251 the previous year. 

The figures show Wolverhampton 
actually recorded fewer reports, with 
375 in 2017 compared to 389 the pre¬ 
vious year, but Sandwell saw 624 re¬ 
ports in 2017 compared to 463 in 2016. 

The total increase of 161 reports 
across the Black Country works out as 
an 11 per cent year-on-year rise. 

Midlands MP Preet Gill,who is a for¬ 
mer Sandwell Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber, said hate crime has been on the 
rise since the EU Referendum in 2016. 

She said: “I think we’ve seen so 
much hate recently and it’s been on 
the increase since the referendum 
decision. We’ve also seen a lot more 
online hate which has increased mas¬ 
sively - particularly against women. On 
the one hand it’s positive that more 
people are reporting these things, but 
the problem is still there and it’s much 
bigger than we think it is.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson said: 

“We are all extremely proud that the 
Black Country is a diverse area, where 
people from different backgrounds 
and cultures get on. That will not be 
allowed to change. Hate crime is not 
acceptable and tackling it is a priority. 

“People in the West Midlands have 
different views on certain issues, but 
one thing that unites us is that we 
are tolerant, decent people who get 
on with each other. Hate crimes have 
been committed by a tiny minority of 
people.” 


ORGANISATIONS supporting vic¬ 
tims of crime are being invited to ap¬ 
ply for up to £20,000 funding. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson set up 
a victim’s fund about four years ago, 
which pays for support services for 
people traumatised by crime. 

This year £250,000 is available and 
will be spent offering help to victims 
of domestic violence, sexual abuse, 
volume crime, child sexual exploita¬ 
tion, female genital mutilation, forced 
marriage and honour based violence, 
hate crime, fatal road traffic collisions 
and modern slavery. 

Funding of up to £20,000 is availa¬ 
ble for each voluntary or community 
group that helps people cope. Mr 
Jamieson said: “Supporting victims 
of crime is one of my top priorities.”

The fact that song was treated like 
a greatest hit but comes off the band’s 
fourth and latest album, Combat 
Sports, which had only been out for 
a week, shows that these former con¬ 
tenders have punched their way back 
to champion status in the hearts of 
young (and not-so-young) rock fans. 

The crowd had been warmed up 
nicely by Anglo-Icelandic punk band 
Dream Wife. The up-and-coming fe¬ 
male trio (plus male drummer) are 
feisty and ferocious with dynamic

lead singer Rakel Mjoll holding the 
attention with her declamatory vo¬ 
cals, somewhat akin to both Bjork and 
(for those with 1980s memories) Clare 
Crogan from Altered Images. Guitar¬ 
ist Alice Go sports the severest fringe 
since Dave Hill glam stomped all over 
the ‘70s. The stand-out songs were 
Heartbreaker and Somebody with its 
‘I am not my body, I am somebody’ 
chant. 

The Vaccines have admitted they 
lost their way after their previous 
album but, as someone who saw them 
in their earlier incarnation, I can tes¬ 
tify they are back to their very best. 

Bouncing onto the stage in his 
shades and stripey shirt, Young is one 
of the best frontmen around, a rab¬ 


ble-rouser in the Ricky Wilson tradi¬ 
tion, and is perfectly contrasted with 
super-cool suit wearing guitarist Fred¬ 
die Cowan. 

New songs Out On The Street, Your 
Love Is My Favourite Band, Surfing 
In The Sky and show closer I Can’t 
Quit were greeted as enthusiastically 
as old favourites Teenage Icon, Dream 
Lover, Wetsuit, 20/20, Post Break-up 
Sex and Handsome. New song Put It 
On A T-shirt also slotted in brilliantly 
with the other encores No Hope and 
All In White. 

The fresh material plays to The Vac¬ 
cines’ strengths, short, sharp, melodic 
blasts of pop/rock that make you want 
to dance. 

The Vaccines’ return to their rock 
and roll roots has really paid off and 
provided Brum with an early con¬ 
tender for gig of the year.

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War heroes brought 


home 



“THEY are no longer just names on a memorial 
- I feel like I’ve brought them home”. 

Four years ago genealogist Barbara Price began an 
emotional journey to research fallen soldiers from Sedg- 
ley who had died in the First World War. 

She began with the 70 names listed on the war memorial at 
All Saints’ Church in the town, including her great-uncle Pri¬ 
vate Bert Hughes who was killed in the Battle of Passchendaele 
on October 16, 1917, aged 29. 

But as she delved deeper into their war records she realised 
there were many more men from the area who had given their 
lives for their country. 

Since then Mrs Price, along with her husband Greg, has 
visited more than 100 memorials and cemeteries in England, 
France and Belgium as part of her quest and compiled profiles 
on 295 fallen soldiers from Sedgley, Hurst Hill and Lower and 
Upper Gornal. 

“Just in this area alone there were 295 men who didn’t come 
home. They lived close together, they fought alongside each 
other in the same regiments and many died together,” she said. 

“As well as these men, there were 446 who fought in the war 
and did come home so in a small area, 700 plus men were in¬ 
volved.” 

For each soldier, Mrs Price has painstakingly researched de¬ 
tails including where they lived, their occupation before enlist¬ 
ing and their family members as well as their military records. 

Documents such as census records and soldier’s wills proved 
invaluable in helping to piece the past together and she also 
used the Commonwealth War Graves Commission website and 
family history resource Find My Past. 

Complete 

For each profile Mrs Price has included a photograph of their 
grave or memorial and, where possible, a picture of the solder. 
She is now appealing for help to complete the project and would 
like relatives to come forward with more information and pho¬ 
tographs before publication in time for Remembrance Sunday. 

An exhibition will take place at All Saints’ Church Hall on 
May 5 and 6, from 10am to 4pm, where visitors will be able 
to view her findings. “Before it’s all bound in a book to go on 
display, I would really like to make sure it’s as complete as 
possible,” she said. 

It’s also been a touching experience as she has been able to 
discover more about her own relatives. “There were nine sol¬ 
diers in my family including seven from Sedgley. Of these four 
came back and three died,” said the mother of two. 

Her great-uncle Bert, who was born in Gospel End Street, 
Sedgley on April 2 1888, served in the 11th Battalion of South 
Wales Borders. One of nine children, he attended Queen Vic¬ 
toria School and later worked as a bricklayer’s labourer. Mrs

Price said seeing his grave at Erquinghem-Lys Churchyard Ex¬ 
tension in France for the first time moved her to tears. 

“I sat and cried. It had taken a while to track him down so it 
was tremendously emotional.” 

Her research into the soldiers who did come home from 
war also led her to find out more about another relative, her 
great-uncle Private Alfred Hughes, who was in the 8th (Service) 
Battalion of the South Staffordshire regiment. He originally en¬ 
listed on November 11 1914 but was discharged just eight days

later for having ‘very defective teeth’. “We know he enlisted 
again and was posted to the South Staffordshire Regiment in 
1916,” Mrs Price added. 

Pte Hughes went on to fight at the Battle of the Somme in 
1915. He was discharged in 1918 and married Anne Middleton 
the following year. He died on December 2, 1945, aged 59 and 
is buried at All Saints’ churchyard extension.

R eturning to Blood Brothers 
is like greeting an old friend 
for actress Lyn Paul, who 
found fame with the New 
Seekers in the early 1970s 
before finding more recent 
success and critical acclaim in the 
long-running West End musical. 

For 20 years, she has played the part of Mrs Johnstone 
at the Phoenix Theatre and on a UK tour.

“You know what, strangely enough, I was lying in bed 
the other night going through the opening song and I 
reached one part, but for the life of me couldn’t remember 
the rest of it, and I had to get up and go downstairs 
to get the script and go through it! At 4 o’clock in the 
morning, ridiculous! So it’s playing on my mind obviously 
(laughs)!”

Fans can look forward to a glitzy production of a 
musical that has been christened the ‘Standing Ovation 
Musical’, with a score including Bright New Day, Marilyn 
Monroe and the emotive hit Tell Me It’s Not True. 

We caught up with Lyn to find out what she loves about 
the new touring production:

When I first started it was directed by Bill 
and also Bob Tomson, so all those notes I have I’ve still 
got written down and a lot of that will come back to me 
because I think the way they directed it is just second to 
none. I’m desperately looking forward to going back and 
bringing that with me.”

You played the role of Mrs Johnstone from 1997 right 
up until 2000, then revived it in 2008 and then again in 
2012 for the final two weeks of its West End run - fair to 
say it’s your ultimate role? 

“Oh absolutely, without a shadow of a doubt! Mrs J is 
just me. Everything that she’s going through I feel, the 
way Willy’s (Russell) written it is so easy to get over to 
an audience as it’s actually written as you would speak. 
Sometimes, when people write a script, you look at it and 
think ‘Well, that’s not how I would say it’. But this is so 
perfectly written and so easy, it just flows, and 
I just feel that Mrs J is me, so it makes it very 
easy to play.” 

No doubt a huge factor when accepting 
the role again for the tour? 

“Absolutely. And also, because of Bill 
(Kenwright). When I first played Mrs J, I 
was doing cabaret and he took me aw~'' 
from all that. I wrote to Bill and asked 
him if he would consider me for the 
role of Mrs J, he sent me a letter 
back by return post, and less than 
three weeks later I was waiting on 
the stage at the Phoenix Theatre 
(West End) to start rehearsals and 
I cannot tell you what it did to me. 

I’d never acted and I thought ‘Oh 
my god, I can’t do this!’ .But Bill 
showed so much faith in me that 
I will always go back. He’s only 
got to click his fingers and I’ll be 
straight in, no problem.” 

So it was a chance letter that 
changed your life? 

“Oh yes, absolutely. I didn’t 
know Bill, although I knew Carl 
Wayne, who was The Narrator at 
that point, and he came to see 
me in a cabaret show I was in 
down the road from the Phoenix 
Theatre and he told me ‘You 




know, you should go and audition for Mrs Johnstone’. I 
didn’t even know Blood Brothers, so I asked him about it 
and said ‘I can’t, I don’t act’. But he said I should give it 
a go. So I went back and discussed it with my mum and 
she said ‘Oh, Bill Kenwright, he’s a very nice man’. I said 
‘How do you know? You’ve never met him’, and she said 
‘Well I’ve seen him interviewed and he’s a very nice man, 
write to him!’ Typical Northern mum! So I did, I wrote and 
just said ‘Would you consider seeing me for the role of 
Mrs J, I’m not Liverpudlian but I can get into the accent’, 
gave him all that, and I posted it off. Two days later I got 
a return letter saying ‘Don’t worry about the Liverpudlian 
accent love, we’ll sort that, you don’t need one, you’re a 
Northerner, and I’d love to see you’. And that was it. And, 
from that moment on, we became 
good friends.” 

While Blood Brothers is 
what you’re synonymous 
with, you also toured with 
Cabaret for Bill - how did you 




“I got an email from him which said he’d like to put me 
up for Fraulein Schneider, and how would I feel about it? I 
wrote back and said I would love it, he sent me the script 
and the parts he wanted me to do, asked me to come into 
the office, I went in and went through the songs, went up 
to Bill’s office, we went through the scenes, and that was 
that. Bill has been a very good friend to me and a very 
good boss, he’s been very loyal to me, and I will always 
be there.” 

You starred in Cabaret with Will Young, who 
started out as a pop star like you did - how hard 
or easy was it to develop acting skills, particularly 
, with no experience? 

“Well, you’re not being yourself, it’s totally 
different to standing on stage and being 
yourself and having to make a speech at the 
end of a gig, I’m useless at that. But when you 
go on stage and you’re playing a character, it 
just seems to happen for me. Especially Mrs 
J, because I can relate to her so well being a 
northern mum and having gone through a lot 
of struggles in my life, lots of lows. I can relate 
to her to a great extent, so I feel that it just 
comes, it just happens.”

CANADIAN indie rockers Arcade Fire are 
blazing a trail once again with their latest 
album Everything Now, and fans have the 
chance to see them live when they perform 
at the Genting Arena on Sunday. 

Consisting of husband and wife Win Butler and 
Regine Chassagne, along with Win’s younger brother 
William Butler, Richard Reed Parry, Tim Kingsbury 
and Jeremy Gara, all the band’s studio albums have 
received nominations for best alternative music album 
at the Grammys. 

Founded in 2000 by friends and classmates Win 
Butler and Josh Deu, the band came to prominence in 
2004 with the release of their critically acclaimed debut

Singer Lisa Stansfield’s 
childhood was the biggest 
influence on her career. 

She grew up listening to the 
classic records that her mother 
played by such artists as Patsy 
Cline, Brenda Lee and Diana Ross. 
“My mum used to listen to that stuff 
all the time. 

“I suppose it was innate - I would 
have been listening to that in her 
tummy. I came out singing it. Those 
are your teachers, all those people.” 

Lisa’s early hits owed much to 
that roster of influences, as All 
Around The World and All Woman 
told stories - just like the records 
performed by her own idols. “I love 


telling stories. Vocally I adopted the 
soul element of the music. Lyrically 
a lot of the time I’m a bit country- 
fied - I do like to tell a tear-jerking 
story. It’s really corny but I think 
there’s a line - if you mess yourself 
up you mess everything up, I’m just 
on the border of it. 

“So I just learned that from a 
really, early age. I just got to know 
the songs off by heart. 

“I supposed when you start 
singing along with something and it 
feels special and it has a sensation, 
an actual physical sensation - it just 
felt incredible. And that sensation 
has just carried on and on. I 
think my mum and dad thought it 
was going to end at some point. 


They sort of 
humoured me 

for a while. But, no, I couldn’t live 
without singing and stuff, really,” 
she says with a sincerity that is 
unshakable. “Singing is a massive 
part of me.” 

She is happy to have strong roots 
in the North of England, though 
she and her husband have lived 
for long periods in New York and 
Ireland. “Me and Ian travelled for so 
long, where we are together that’s 
our home. I didn’t particularly miss 
anywhere. The only time you miss 
something is when you get back 
and you realise you missed it.”

SCANDINAVIA had long been an area 
I’d been keen to explore. So when the 
opportunity arose to visit Aarhus, Denmark’s 
second city, I jumped at the chance. 

On the east coast of the Jutland Peninsula, Aarhus 
is about 116 miles northwest of Copenhagen. A jewel 
of the Danish east coast, it bore the title of European 
Capital of Culture in 2017, and was ranked that year 
by both Vogue and Lonely Planet as a must-visit 
destination. On arriving, it is quickly easy to see why. 

Aarhus is characterised by its blend of historical 
and contemporary architecture paired with a vibrant, 
friendly and exciting atmosphere. 

JOVIAL 

With a population of just over 330,000 it would 
perhaps not be considered a large city by modern 
global standards. Yet Aarhus retains a wonderful 
metropolitan feel without ever being overbearing. 

On my first evening I was struck by two things. 

Firstly, this place was clean. And I mean seriously 
clean. Not once as I walked the streets did I see a 
single speck of litter. This, coupled with the freshness 
of the air. 

Secondly, Aarhus clearly seemed to be a city of the 
young. Street life was dominated by students and young 
people toward whom the cosmopolitan vibe of the town 
was geared. There was a jovial buzz on streets filled 
with excited evening shoppers, and diners indulging in 
the gastronomic delights the city had to offer. 

I looked around and smiled. I was really going to 
enjoy it here. After a long day travelling and feeling more 
than a little famished, I headed to Aarhus Street Food. I 
had been told about this incredible indoor food market, 
and needed to see it for myself. It did not disappoint. 

A superb addition to the city’s dining scene, Aarhus 


Street Food is a bustling hall of culinary delight, 
showcasing fast cuisine from all over the world. And the 
community-vibe created by the seating arrangements 
was the perfect way to enjoy my first meal in this 
progressive, contemporary and imaginative city. 

Having enjoyed an evening of of exploration, I made 
my way to my accommodation. WakeUp Aarhus was a 
stylish and, again, very clean hotel a short walk from the 
railway station. Its central location positioned it perfectly 
to enjoy all of the attractions the city would have to offer. 

The next morning I headed out to see what this 


intriguing city was really all about. My first stop was 
ARoS Aarhus Art Museum. One of the largest art 
museums in northern Europe, ARoS was initially 
established in 1859, though was re-opened in 2004 with 
a new modern building. 

With 20,700 square metres on 10 levels, ARoS has 
ample space to showcase its impressive collection of 
sculptures, paintings and installations. For atop the roof 
of ARoS sits perhaps the museum’s most incredible 
installation, and one that turns the vista of the city itself 
into a work of art. Created by Danish-lcelandic artist 


Olafur Eliasson, the stunning piece, ‘Your Rainbow 
Panorama’, is a 150-metre-long circular coloured-glass 
tunnel walkway. On the roof of ARoS, it sits 50 metres 
above ground level, and allows visitors to enjoy a 
breaktaking panoramic view of the city skyline in every 
colour of the rainbow. 

I decided to go and spend some time in the city’s 
Latin Quarter - a wonderfully vibrant area, characterised 
by narrow cobbled streets, small chic shops and 
bustling cafes. A perfect weekend in an incredible part 
of the world.

Mustang is still definitive muscle car experience 



Latest Toyota 
Rav4 revealed 


It’s not a classically beautiful design, but the aggressive, bold look continues to fit the mission statement of the Mustang perfectly

It wasn’t too long ago that the Ford Mustang 
was first introduced to the UK, going on-sale 
officially here in 2016 for the first time in 
the model’s 44-year history - but barely two 
years on, and we have a facelifted car. 

The iconic V8 muscle car has been quite a 
success since arriving in Europe - having sold 
more than 33,000 units since landing on this 
side of the pond - and the American firm is 
hoping more technology and a fresh face can 
continue its initial success. 

The big focus on the facelifted Mustang for 
Ford has been improving its previous Euro 
NCAP safety rating from two stars to a targeted 
three. As a result, it now features pre-collision 
assist with pedestrian detection technology 
along with lane-keep assistance. 

Peace 

That’s not the only new thing, though. 
Providing fresh vocal chords to the eight- 
cylinder brute is an active exhaust system 
that features ‘Good Neighbour Mode’, which 
can be set to reduce exhaust noise between 
certain hours of the day to avoid disturbing the 
peace. There’s also the addition of optional 
‘MagneRide’ adjustable suspension, which 
adjusts depending on the driving mode. 

There’s no real change in the choice of 
engines on offer for the updated Ford Mustang, 
with a 2.3-litre turbocharged four-cylinder unit 
starting the range while the iconic 5.0-litre V8 
remains too. 

We drove the V8, which has received some 
minor fettling. Power is up to 444bhp from 410 
on the original car, although torque remains 
unchanged at 529Nm. Paired to a six-speed 
manual gearbox (a 10-speed auto is also 
available), the 0-60mph sprint is done in 4.6 
seconds with a 155mph top speed possible. 

It’s not exactly the last word in efficiency, with 
a claimed 22mpg on the combined cycle and 
C02 emissions of 277g/km. 

It’s an archaic feeling thing, with torque 
lazily coming in at around 4,000rpm before 
power really begins to build, which would be 
a disappointment in any other car - but it’s a 
Mustang, and it aids that old-school muscle 
feel that buyers will want. 

On paper, a Mustang might sound like an 
overdose of understeer with large dimensions 
(4.8 metres long, and 2.1 wide) and a 1,743kg 
weight - but that’s not the case. 

It’s no hot hatch through the corners, but it 


feels pretty composed and manageable on the 
road, likely thanks to the ‘MagneRide’ adaptive 
suspension. Steering also weighs up nicely in 
Sport+ mode, although more feel through the 
wheel wouldn’t go amiss. 

Take the ‘Stang out on the motorway and 
you’ll have a very relaxed journey - if maybe 
one with a fair few fuel stops as a result of that 
poor economy. It feels truly at home on big, 
open roads, with the suspension providing a 
comfortable ride and the engine settling down 
to a quiet grumble at cruising speeds. 

The Ford Mustang has never been a discreet 
looking thing, but a few visual tweaks have 
certainly given it even more presence on the 
road. New air vents have been added to the 
bonnet, while a revised lower grille creates an 
even more menacing look. 

It’s not all show, though. The new front splitter 
increases downforce while the addition of 
‘rocker shields’ to the wheel arches aid air flow 
under the car to reduce drag. 

It’s not a classically beautiful design, but 
the aggressive, bold look continues to fit the 
mission statement of the Mustang perfectly. 


It’s one of the most brutal looking things on the 
road that’s sure to turn heads - especially so in 
the ‘Orange Fury’ paint finish on our car. 

To hit a £41 k price point with the performance 
on offer, it’s clear to see Ford have cut corners 
inside the car. It’s definitely not a bad place to 
be - most things feel well-built and there’s few 
hard plastics to be found - but rivals do offer 
more. 

Controls and switches in the centre console 
look and feel a tad outdated, while the faux 
leather upholstery is a bit hard to the touch. 

Our test car was also fitted with optional 
Recaro leather seats. They’re fine to sit in, 
offering great support all round and plenty of 
comfort, but it does result in a cramped driving 
position that is a struggle to adapt to. Fitting 
these also removes the option of heated and 
ventilated seating - worth considering if you 
plan to use it as a long-distance cruiser. 

The Mustang is pretty well equipped out 
of the box. For no extra cost, there’s the 
new lane keep and pre-collision technology, 
while adaptive cruise control, a 12-inch LCD 
instrument cluster, Ford’s Sync 3 infotainment 


system on a eight-inch screen, automatic LED 
headlights and a heated steering wheel are 
present. Mechanical features such as a limited- 
slip differential and the active exhaust system 
are also included. It’s a generous package, 
making this not just great for pound-per- 
performance, but also for tech too. 

There’s a healthy amount of options to pick. 
Recaro seats will set you back an extra £1,700 
(although we’d stick with the standard units) 
and for the trick ‘MagneRide’ suspension, you’ll 
be paying £1,600. 

Fresh changes for the Ford Mustang haven’t 
revolutionised the brute, which is exactly what it 
didn’t need to do. It remains in its own league, 
offering an old-school, all-American muscle car 
experience here in the UK. 

Sure, the interior may not be up to scratch 
with rivals at its price point, but they simply 
don’t offer the theatre and raw fun the Mustang 
brings to the table. In a world driven by 
electrification and autonomy, it’s a relief that a 
naturally aspirated, V8 monster with a manual 
gearbox still remains on sale. And a great one 
at that, too. 



Toyota has revealed the all-new Rav4 
SUV, which gets a rugged new look and 
sits on the firm’s latest vehicle platform. 

The latest generation of the 4x4 
credited with starting the family SUV 
craze back in 1994, gets one hybrid 
powertrain and one petrol engine, with 
no diesels in sight. 

The Japanese car manufacturer is 
phasing out use of diesel engines 
because of diminishing sales and bad 
public perception, so the Rav4 gets a 
revised version of Toyota’s 2.5-litre petrol 
electric system with the 2.0-litre petrol 
engine available with both a manual and 
automatic transmission. 

No performance figures have been 
revealed for either engine yet, but expect 
both to improve on existing models. 

Toyota claims that its new vehicle 
platform, which is called Toyota New 
Global Architecture (TNGA), gives 
the SUV “significant benefits in ride, 
handling, safety and driver enjoyment”. 

This new platform has allowed the 
Rav4 to remain the same length as 
before, but with a longer wheelbase, 
which should mean better stability 
at high speeds and in corners. This 
has also improved cabin space, so 
passengers have more leg room and 
luggage capacity. 

With the new platform comes a new 
design. The Rav4 echoes the angular 
styling cues seen on the latest Toyota 
Auris hatchback. The SUV gets a blocky, 
muscular stance aided by shorter front 
and rear overhangs and chunky, wide 
wheelarches that are a stark departure 
from the tamer styling of the outgoing 
model.

Inside Ford's supercar factory, a place 
where motor dreams become reality

When you’re in a job such as ours, you get to 
see the inner workings of car manufacturing 
plants regularly. These mammoth plants run 
by robots, feeding car after car through to 
the technicians who construct them. 

Even on the smaller scale side of things, big 
machinery still plays a part, whether that’s 
to assist lifting, turn the cars over for better 
access or hike them up and down. 

While they’re usually clever, they can also 
sometimes be tedious and boring. I’ve stood 
lazily in a few, wishing I had a robot to carry me 
around. 

It was quite a surprise to see, therefore, that 
one of the five biggest car manufacturers in the 
world is producing hand built supercars from a 
small facility in Markham, just outside Toronto. 

It’s not much to see from the outside, 
blending in with the rest of the industrial park 
it sits in, and you’d never guess what it holds 
inside. 

Here they use little more than the man power 
of 140 employees and largely tools they can 
use with their hands to assemble this beast 
for the road. Standing in one corner of the 
workshop, almost all stages of the supercars’ 
construction can be seen and, if you’re lucky 
enough, sometimes hear one starting up. 

This is the Ford GT, based on the looks of the 
iconic GT40s but with one of Ford’s 3.5-litre 
EcoBoost engines tuned up to 638bhp. 
Weighing in at just 1,385kg, it can soar on to its 
top speed of 216mph - besting its competition 
from Ferrari and McLaren. It was first revealed 
back in 2015, and this year the first UK delivery 
finally made its way to its new home. 

While American muscle is something Ford’s 
of the past are renowned for, the GT is a far 
more delicate feat of engineering than you 
might imagine - one that many, bar the owners 
of these rarities and the people who build them, 
would ever get to see. Here at the factory, they 
produce one completed car a day although 
around 30 will be on the workshop floor at any 
one time in various stages. 

Multimatic is the company that owns the site 
and has the pleasure of assembling the GTs. 
The building we’re walking around has been 
constructed especially to build these cars, 
however the company’s usual fare fits in well 
with these cars. Its name is known by race fans. 
This workshop is like every carmakers’ dream - 
small scale builds with a huge Ford budget. 

Although the cars are assembled here, the 
parts come from all over the globe as vice 
president of engineering at Multimatic Larry 
Holt explains. On our side of the planet, the 
leather for the interior of the cars goes from the

Highlands to Essex to be assembled before 
making its way over the Atlantic. 

The monocoque of the car arrives at the plant 
already constructed. Here the panels - all 
carbon fibre - go on to the tub to check they 
align correctly before coming off again to be 


sprayed. The cars are given their unique VIN 
numbers, which can really be as unique as the 
customer wants. 

The framework of the car with its roof attached 
then splits off in two directions - rolled across 
the floor by hand. One team will assemble the 


engine and fit it in the frame, while the other 
works on the cars suspension. 

It might seem like a rudimentary system to 
carry this out by hand, but careful checks are 
put in place to keep the highest standard. While 
there are several work stations around and 


every team has their own role, they each check 
the previous work that has been done and can 
reject it if anything isn’t up to standard. Holt 
tells us that, so far, they’ve never had to send 
a finished car back into the production line 
because it didn’t meet their high standards. 

When the two halves are fitted with the 
required parts, they’re then reunited. 

The technicians can now begin fitting parts 
such as the brakes and fuel tank, before 
moving on to the more personal touches, like 
the interior. 

As more parts go onto the car we can see 
what a jigsaw puzzle of parts this is, with almost 
every individual piece carefully redesigned for 
the lowest weight and to fit in the tightest space. 

That said, as we navigate our tour, it’s clear 
this isn’t really like any other production line. 
We’re talked through the features and parts by 
members of the team, but the technicians fitting 
them have the time to wander off and grab 
examples from the shelves. Some even have 
time to stop for a quick chat about the details of 
these precision pieces. 

With these tightly packed away, the glass 
and finer interior details can go on, before the 
painted bodywork can go back on the car. This 
is where things get a little more exciting, as the 
cars need to be started up to check they’re in 
good working order. 

Here Multimatic has two rolling roads, ready 
to run the cars up to speed. 

They’re measuring the results but also 
listening to check that everything sounds 
correct - more analogue checks in this digital 
world of car design. The growl of the GT is 
distinctive and unmissable, with a deep note 
that is unique on today’s roads. 

There’s a final test as the light inside the 
tunnel, rather than at the end of, which 
illuminates the car from every angle and makes 
even the finest imperfection visible. 

At the entrance to the workshop a photo of 
every car that has left the factory is featured. 
While some are more vibrant than most might 
like, there is a clear desire for the famous 
heritage colours. Gulf blue and orange is clearly 
popular but the team explains that even these 
are up for dispute, and customers have gone 
the extremes of finding specific winning years 
for their paintwork. 

From start to finish, each car build takes 
around 22 days. It’s a small team, in a 
comparably small factory, where they hand 
build these beautiful cars, but what’s really 
clear is the love and passion for these cars. 

They all stand, squat or bend proudly under 
the car’s winning titles - so far - as they 
construct what are mechanical art more than 
machines. 
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Job well done

Lots of car makers barely mention the oily 
bits when they proudly introduce the latest 
model, concentrating instead on the newly 
flowing lines or vibrant colour choices. 

Well, Subaru does all that too - but only 
after giving you a technical teach-in worthy 
of a first year degree course in automotive 
engineering. 

Or nearly; with enough diagrams and charts 
to have you hoping to remember your tumble 
generation valve from your lateral bending 
stiffness. 

No, me neither, until a dip into the press 
info file shows we’re talking here about the 
engine and body, the first making the fuel mix 
better in the cylinders and the increased latter 
producing a stiffer body that’s safer, quieter 
and better riding. 

Both feature on the new Subaru XV, a 
thorough makeover of an SUV launched 
in 2012 and facelifted four years later but 
only taking a fifth of the modest 2,665 total 
Subarus sales in the UK last year. 

The company wants to become the fastest 
growing car brand in Europe in 2018 and 
hopes the latest XV will do its bit to make that 
happen. 

If buyers put their head before their heart 
that ought not to be an impossible target, 
if the heart rules there is an awful lot of 
handsome competition out there in the 
mid-size SUV market (think Mazda CX-3 and 
Toyota CH-R for starters). 

Let’s go head first into the new XV, where 
Subaru continues to make much of its long 
term mechanical features, with a flat four 
engine and all-wheel drive contributing a 
lower centre of gravity for better roadholding 
and slippery road stability respectively.

The choice of 2.0 litre 154bhp or new 
112bhp 1.6 litre petrol engine (the old diesel 
is ditched) comes with a CVT automatic 
transmission and permanent all-wheel drive, 
all wrapped in a body a little longer and wider 
than before and a lot stiffer too. 

It looks a lot like the old car but with 
shapelier curves and a touch more off-road 
aggression around the plastic wheelarch 
extensions. Inside, there is a very obvious lift 
in quality of trim and much clearer instruments 
and graphics. 

Keeping things simple, the XV comes with 
the two engine choices and just two trim 
levels, with prices starting at £24,995 for the 
1.6 SE and adding £2,000 for SE Premium 
trim. 

Choose the bigger 2.0 litre engine and the 
prices are £26,495 and £28,495, with the 
latter top spec likely to be the biggest seller by 
some way. 

Choose the simple SE model and you won’t 
feel shortchanged, with standard kit stretching 


from adaptive cruise control and pre-collision 
braking to hill descent control and an eight 
inch touchscreen and Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. 

The plusher SE Premium adds satellite 
navigation, leather seats, power adjustment 
for the driver and a sunroof. 

There remains enough room in the rear seat 
for a couple of adults not to fall out on a long 
journey and the already decently sized boot 
gains a tiny bit more packing space. 


The 2.0 litre engine does an adequate, if 
unspectacular job of propelling the newcomer 
at any sane road speed and with notably 
more refinement than before. It showed an 
acceptable 36mpg after an undemanding 
drive on British roads. 

Pushed to its limit, the 2.0 will hit 121 mph, 
reach 62mph in 10.4 seconds and recorded 
40.9mpg and 155g/km in the official tests - all 
unexceptional figures. 

The smaller 1.6 has to work harder, with 


an indifferent 13.9 seconds to 62mph and 
109mph top speed - for modest efficiency 
gains, showing 44.1 mpg and 145g/km. 

Off road, and on standard tyres, the XV was 
properly impressive, tackling a track more 
than ankle deep in freshly minted winter mud. 
As on the road, some subtle adjustments to 
the suspension meant a calmer than expected 
ride. 

So, Subaru’s depth of engineering prowess 
shines through again. Job done?

Diamond date 
as Lions get 
ready to roar 


RECENTLY-CROWNED national cham¬ 
pions for the fifth time in their history, 
the Birmingham Lions women’s Amer¬ 
ican football team will travel to Finland 
this month to play in the Diamond Bowl, 
Europe’s first-ever international tourna¬ 
ment. 

Created in 2014, the side are always looking 
for a new challenge, and this one might just be 
the biggest so far. 

Travelling to Finland, Europe’s leading nation for 
women’s American football, the Lions will compete to 
become ‘Europe best women’s American football team’ 
in an international tournament held in Helsinki from 
April 20-22 at the Diamond Bowl. 

A squad of 37 players, six coaches and three mem¬ 
bers of medical staff will take off from London to face 
some of the top teams from Russia and Finland.

Historic 

The Lions are pioneers in the women’s game in 
Great Britain and are now well known for pushing the 
boundaries of the sport. They were the first British 
women’s club side to take on a European club abroad 
in 2015 when they played French side Les Sparkles 
and travelled to Helsinki in 2017 to take on the Hel¬ 
sinki Wolverines, Finland’s national champions. 

A year later, they are about to play in an historic, 
unprecedented tournament, both on a European and 
domestic scale. This is the first time that any team 
affiliated with the British American Football Associa¬ 
tion (BAFA) Women’s has played 11-a-side American 
football abroad. 

Lions’ Head Coach Jamie Kilby said: “Having never

Move to delay 
start of season 


CRICKET coach Kevin Sharp is backing Worces¬ 
tershire batsman Tom Fell to bounce back from the 
challenges of last summer and enjoy a productive 2018 
campaign back in Division One of the County Cham¬ 
pionship. 

Head coach Sharp says Wolverhampton batsman 
Fell, from Tettenhall, is ‘in a good frame of mind and 
looking very good at the crease’ with the county cricket 
season set to get underway tomorrow, Friday. 

The 24-year-old scored 1,000 championship runs 
when Worcestershire were last in the top flight in 2015 
and he greatly impressed the then champions York¬ 
shire with his century in the opening game of that 
season.

You might grip 
the bat a bit hard so it affects your balance and your 
bat path and those things were happening a little for 
Tom which is not unusual. 

“But once he has managed to spend some time at 
the crease again, and started to relax and enjoyed that 
feeling of being out there again, all those other things 
will just fall into place.” 

Worcestershire have been forced to revise their 
pre-season plans after a succession of wash-outs. 

Not a ball was bowled in three days of scheduled 
cricket with Gloucestershire at Bristol and a three-day 
first class game with Leeds-Bradford MCCU at RGS 
Worcester suffered the same fate.
